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THE general service clerks and messengers, under 
the new dispensation, have settled down into their 
places, and asa body are well pleased with the 
change in their status. To a correspondent who 
inquires as to their rank under the new law we 
should say that it is established by that law as 
“general service clerk” and ‘‘ganeral service mes- 
senger ;” that and nothing more. 








WE are glad to note that nine non-commissioned 
officers have been recommended for examination for 
promotion, and will appear before a Board of Offi- 
cers to meet at Fort Monroe on Aug. 2. The aspi- 
rants represent the cavalry and infantry arms, the 
artillery being unrepresented, which we believe was 
also the case last year. We sincerely hope their 
most commendable ambition may be realized. 








IN the Senate on the 10th of July Mr. Grsson 
said: ‘‘I am informed bya high authority that there 
never has been an embezzlement, a defalcation, or 
the loss of one farthing of the public money ex- 
pended by the Engineer Oorps of the Army of the 
United States. I state this because I think it in- 
dicates the high sense of honor that ever pervades 
that department of the service of this Government.” 








THE recruiting detail for 1886 is filling up slowly, 
ist Lieutenant H. W. WHEELER, 5th Cavalry, and 
1st Lieutenant Frepk. M. H. KENpRIcK, 7th Infan- 
try, are to be added to the list we gave last week. 
The Adjutant-General’s office has become impatient 
at the delay of regimental commanders in sending 
in their neminations for the Artillery School and 
light battery details, sent out a circular letter re- 
questing them to hurry up their recommendations. 








THE Board on Additional Naval Vessels, J. G. 
WALKER, chairman, resumed its sessions at the 
Navy Department on Tuesday, for the purpose of 
considering the designs for the larger vessels pro- 
posed, which designs are now almost completed. 
Daily sessions were continued in order to prosecute 
the work as rapidly as possible. It is thought the 
board will be able to make its first report to the 
Secretary of the Navy in a very short time, and 
then proposals for constructing the vessels will be 
invited. 








THERE would seem to be a good prospect of 
the passage of General Brace’s bill providing for 
the enlistment and pay and defining the duties of 
general service clerks and messengers, which has 
been reported with a favorable recommendation 
from the Senate Military Committee. It is a ques- 
tion among this worthy class of public servants 
whether this bill will be a benefit or a disadvantage 
tothem. In some respects it is an improvement 
over the condition they are left in by the recent ap- 
propriation bill, Under the Braae bill they will be 
entitled to the benefits of the retirement law, but will 
still be left without rank, beyond that of classified 
clerks; a further reduction in the number of general 
service clerks will also follow, the bill providing for 
but 103 clerks against 125 in the last Army appro- 
priation bill. A reduction of 22, and another reassign- 
ment would therefore follow. Their status is more 
clearly defined by the pending bill. The appropria- 
tion bill has left them without any particular status 
or rank, and it is believed will deprive them of the 
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benefits of the retirement laws, though as to this no 
decision has yet been made and probably none will 
be made until it is seen what becomes of the Brace 
bill. 

Mr. HASKELL, the inventor of the multi-charge 
gun, having failed to secure a recommendation from 
the House committees for a reappropriation of the 
$100,000 for making and testing his gun, has di- 
rected his attention to the other side of the Capitol, 
where he is energetically pressing his case. The 
following amendment to the Fortification bill, in- 
troduced by Mr. SEWELL, he expects to have favora- 
bly considered by the Military and Appropriations 
Committees by the time the bill comes over from 


the House :

Tue fortification—the last of the general Appro- 
priation bills to come from the House Appropria- 
tion Committee—was reported to the House on 
Saturday, July 10. The bill recommends a total 
appropriation of $620,000 against $725,000 appro- 
priated last year. The most interesting feature of 
the bill is a provision creating a board to supervise 
and expend $500,000, which is recommended ‘‘ for 
the armament of seacoast fortifications, including 
the procurement of steel forgings for the manufac- 
ture of heavy guns; for guns, carriages, projectiles, 
fuses, powder, and implements, their trial and 
proof, and all necessary expenses incident thereto.” 
This board is to be ‘‘ composed of five persons, one 
of whom shall be an officer of the Army and one an 
officer of the Navy; both of said officers shall be 
designated by the President; three members of said 
board shall be appointed from civil life; the Presi- 
dent shall appoint one, the President of the Senate 
one, and the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives shall appoint one; the five persons so desig- 
nated and appointed shall constitute said board; 
members of Congress shall be ineligible to serve on 
the board.” 


THE announcement that Secretary WHITNEY has 
selected Commander SAMPSON as the new Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy will be received 
throughout the Navy with great thankfulness 
that the services of so capable and well-equipped an 
officer are to be made use of in this important posi- 
tion ; perhaps in one sense the most important at 
the bestowal of the Department. Commander Samp- 
SON will be the youngest in rank and years of those 
who have been called to-this high office, but it is no 
disparagement to those from whom the selection 
might have been made to say that in all that goes to 
make up the modern naval officer he stands in the 
foremost rank. Here is another most conspicuous 
instance of the office seeking the man, to which the 
line of the Navy has been treated so frequently 
within the past few years, in marked contrast to 
the political struggles for position that have occurred 
in other branches of the Service. And as in the 
case of other commanders who have been given 
positions of trust to which their lineal rank gave 
them no claim, we can say to the younger men that 
there is always a chance for capable, efficient, 
and faithful service to be rewarded, even in our 
slow-going system of seniority promotion. We 
believe that the selection made by Mr, WHITNEY is 
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one that owes nothing to political influence, 
but everything to the record and reputation of the 
officer whom he has chosen. The JouRNAL extends 
its thanks to the Secretary for his selection, and to 
Commander Sampson its congratulations upon his 
well-deserved honors. 








THE nominations of 1st Lieutenant Smmpson vice 
MoNnaHAN, 2d Lieutenant MorGan vice Smmpson, ist 
Lieutenant Hargous vice McDonaLp and 2d Lieu- 
tenant CHURCHILL vice Haraous, received favorable 
action by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
at its meeting on Tuesday. No action was taken 
upon the cases of Frrz JoHN PorTer and Captain 
ScHWwAN, for the reason that their nominations had 
not come officially before the committee, the execu- 
tive clerk of the Senate having failed to refer them 
in season for the meeting. The nominations of 
Major Mizner and other cavalry and infantry 
promotions, antagonized by Major MERRILL and 
Lieutenants BrLLas and KINGSBURY, were again 
passed over without action. The officers named are 
making such a hard fight that it would not be sur- 
prising if they succeeded in having action upon 
these nominations suspended entirely this session. 
Major MERREHLL seems to have convinced the ma- 
jority of the committee that he was unjustly de- 
prived of his promotion, and the understanding is 
that the committee will suspend action upon Major 
MIZNER’s. case until Major MERRILL has had an 
opportunity of testing his claira in the courts. 








THE good people of Chicago are rejoicing over 
the favorable prospects for the establishment of a 
regular Army post near that city. The Commer- 
cial Club haye tendered the Government a site for 
the purpose, and the choice of several being offered, 
a Board, consisting of Lieutenant-General SHERIDAN, 
Major-General TERRY, and Major LEE, quartermas- 
ter, was convened to consider the subject and re- 
port the result to the Secretary of War. This was 
done, and the report has been transmitted to Con- 
gress, with a recommendation by the Secretary of 
War that such legislation be had as wiil authorize 
the Government to accept the site.

RECENT DEATHS. 


THE death of Rear Admiral Reed Werden, U. 8S. 
Navy, retired, which occurred at Newport, R. I., 
July 13, was not unexpected, for he has been in 
feeble health for some time past, and it may be re- 
collected that about a year ago his life was despaired 
of. Theloss of his niece a few weeks ago was ase- 
vere blow to him, Admiral Werden was in his 69th 
year and had arecord of which any officer might 
justly be proud. Born in Pennsylvania he was ap- 
pointed a midshipman from Ohio Jan. 9, 1834, and 
attached to the schooner Enterprise and other ves 
sels of the Brazil squadren until 1838, when he was 
transferred to the Mediterranean squadron. July 
16, 1840, he was promoted to passed midshipman, and 
Feb. 27, 1847, to lieutenant. During the Mexican 
War he commanded a party of seamen at the cap- 
ture of Tuspan. From this time until the breaking 
out of the War of the Rebellion Lt. Werden served 
in the East India, African, and home squadrons, 
and on special and shore duty. The War found him 
still a lieutenant, but he was placed in command of 
the steamer Yankee, of the North Atlantic blockad- 
ing squadron, and July 16, 1862, was advanced to the 
rank of commander, and took command of the 
steamer Stare and Stripes, of the same squadron. 
He took part in the capture of Roanoke Island and 
New Bern, and for his gallant conduct at the latter 
engagement he was specially commended by Rear 
Aduiral Goldsborough. From the Stars and Stripes 
he was transferred to the steamer Connemaugh, of 
the South Atlantic blockading squadron, which he 
commanded until 1864, when he was made fleet cap- 
tain of the East Gulf blockading squadron, com- 
manding the steamship Puwhatan. While serving 
in this position he blockaded the rebel ram Stone- 
wall in the port of Havana, and kept her there un- 
til she surrendered to the Spanish Government. He 
was commissioned captain July 25, 1866, and served 
at the Mare Island Navy-yard from 1868 to 1871, 
when he was promoted commodore and placed in 
command of the Naval station at New London. He 
remained there until February, 1875, when he was 
promoted to the rank of Rear Admiral and placed 
in command of the South Pacific station, which he 
held until retired, March 27, 1877. The funeral ser- 
vices were held at Trinity Church, Newport, July 14 
and were largely attended by Army and Navy offi- 
cers and citizens. The pull bearers were Capt. M.C. 
Marin, United States Navy ; Capt. C. C. Churchill, 
Richard C. Derby, and Rufus Waterman. Tho six 
under bearers were marines from the United States 
training ship New Hampshire. The services were 
conducted by the Rev. Geo. J. Morgill. The re- 
mains were then taken to New York for inter- 


ment.

FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate Committee on Appropriations reported 
with amendments July 12 the Sundry Civil bill. 
Among the principal changes is the striking out of 
th 5 og tere forthe public buildingin Brooklyn. 
For the klyn Navy-yard an appropriation of 
$125,000 is made. “To defray the expenses incident 
to the landing, housing, protecting, and inaugurat- 
ing upon Joe's Island of Bartholdi’s statue of 
‘Liberty Enlightening the World,’ and for the con- 
struction of platforms, repairs of wharf, cleuring 
ground of unsightly structures, and othe? incidental 
expenses, and for mecnental expenses of the cere- 
mony of inauguration’”’ the Senate committee pro- 
vides 356,500. 

Senate bills 2249 and 2035 to credit the State of 
Oregon and Territory of Dakota with certain sums 
of money for arms used in the Nez Perce Indian 
war, were passed by the Senate on Monday. 

Favorable action was taken by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on Tuesduy on House bill 
No. 7191, provtties for enlisting of general service 
clerks and messengers and defining their duties and 
liabilities; 8. 2477, appropriating $250,000 for the es- 
tablishment of a military post near the city of Den- 
ver, Col.; 8. 2777, to retire Gen. Wm. W. Averell as 
a Brigadier-General; 8. 2764, to appoint and retire 
Alfred Pleasonton as a Major-General. To the first 
mentioned bill amendments were made so as to in- 
clude West Point as one of the places allowed the 
services of general service clerks and messengers, 
and to provide for their payment monthly instead 
of bi-monthly. 

Au adverse report was adopted on Senate bill No. 
1956 authorizing the ——— of a military store- 
keeper in addition to the number now allowed. The 
reasons for this actiou are set forth in the following 
letter from the Quariermaster-Geueral : 


There are now five military storekeepers in the Quarter- 
master’s Department with the rank ot captain, whose duties 
give them preference as to quarters over the thirty regular 

of the Department. This makes their assignment 
to duty as storekeeper a matter of embarrassment, since they 
rank officers with whom or under whom as store- 
keepers they ought to serve. Moreover, this class 
of officers is obsolete a legislation, the position 
ceasing to exist when t youngest or last offi- 
dies or retires. There is no necessity for 
these officers at this time; there being now a num- 
ber even beyond the strict requirements of the Service. Vir- 
tually this bill if poone will retire an old clerk upon the sal- 
the Army. The applicant, like a great 
many similar men in the Qm. Dept., isa faithful ceaptoyes. 
his service al her in Army is said to reach 28 years. 
He is at present drawing a salary of $1,800 per annum from 
this Department.

A despatch of July 9 from Tombstone says: ‘‘News 
has come from Bowie that five hostiles have sur- 
rendered at that place. The prisoners state that 
Geronimo is severely wounded, and is now in the 
Sierra Madras. His son has charge of the hostiles. 
The Indians are apparently straggling back to this 
side of the live. A courier hasarrived direct from 
Lawton’s command, which left three days ago. 
Lawton was then about 30 miles south of Campas, 
Sonora. The command was then in good. condition 
perbe en n with plenty of provisions, and has fol- 
lowed this trail. The Indians are {now broken up 
into small parties. Two or three are reported to 
have reunited about 50 miles south of Lawton’s pre- 
sent position near Los Delicias Mine. The command 
found two Americans who had been killed by the 
Apaches. The command had endured great hard- 
ships from lack of food and water. The rainy sea- 
son has now set in and promises better. Lawton is 
pressing the Indians before him and is thoroughly 
scouring the country. They will have to surrender 
unless they succeed in eluding the troops and slip- 
ping back to the United States. Lawton’s men are 
all anxious to distinguish themselves.” 

A despatch of July 10 says: ‘*Geronimo’s sole ob- 
ject since the conference with General Crook at the 

an Bernardino ranch in the spring has been to 
compel the authorities by acontinuance of hostili- 
ties to grant him more favorable terms of surren- 
der than were offered by Gen. Crook. The Taneta 
hostiles, who recently surrendered, say that Ger- 
onimo was wounded in the shoulder, but not badly, 
and that the number of hostiles with him is 27 men, 
13 women, and two children.”’ 

A despatch of July 12, says: One of Geronimo’s 
band returned a few days ago to the San Carlos 
reservation, and it is strongly surmised he has 
brought in an offer of surrender with terms, but 
Miles’ lips are sealed regarding the matter. In his 
anxiety to bring the Apacha troubles to a close, 
Gen. Miles has concluded to accept a conditional 
surrender, and has chosen a number of White Moun 
tain Apaches to conduct negotiations. Of these sub 
chiefs Kattah and Martinez arrived to-day from 
Fort Apache, and will proceed south to-night, with 
Army. officers, to the front. Miles assumes all 
responsibility of the surrender, feeling that the 
country will back him in winding up a tedious cam- 
paign, and will not hesitate to grant Geronimo 
whatever terms he will demand. All he wants is to 
get the big chief in his 2lutches, and he doubtless 
will never have another opportunity of going on 
the war path. Miles has surrounded his plans with 
the utmost secrecy, but what his purposes are re- 
garding the future of Geronimo can only be sur- 
mised. L. Q. C. Lamar, Jr., of the Interior Depart- 
ment, was in conference with General Miles and 
Governor Ross, July 11, to further, 1t is surmised, 
the proposition for the permanent removal of the 
hostile Apaches from the Southwest. 

‘The report that Gen. Miles is negotiating for Gero 
nimo’s surrender is denied. 

A despatch of July 14 says: “Lieut. Parker has 
been ordered to Mexico with a company of picked 
men and several Indian scouts and pack train. He 
willact independently of Capt. Lawton, while co- 
operating with him. Lawton has left Opesura, Sonora, 
with his infantry, [Indian scouts, and 200 Mexican 
soldiers, of the Lith Mexican Cavalry, who will aid 
him in surrounding and attacking the hostiles in 
their stronghold in the Sierra Madres. The command 
is now in the Sierra Madres, and news of a decisive 
engagement may be expected at any moment. The 
Mexican authorities agreed to furnish Lawton with 
guides who know the country thoroughly, and take 
bim wherever he wauts to go.”

The cruiser is yet to be designed that wil 
equal in speed the fastest merchant vessels, and 
carry as much fuel as they can. We have some 17, 
and Continental nations, such as France, Germauy, 
and Italy, between them about 18, steamers of the 
mercantile marine that will not only give the go-by 
to the fastest man-of-war afloat, but which ordinar- 
ily carry sufficient coal to steam for 14 days to the 
war-vessel’s limit of three or fuur. Fuel endurance 
has not been half enough thought about yet; never- 
theless, it will play a great part in the next naval 
war.”’

PATRICK, RICHE and REEs were nominated as addi- 
tional second lieutenants in the Engineer Corps; 
T. B. Mort and Srevens tothe Artillery, and Et.ior 
and SEwaRD Morr to the cavalry. Vacancies have 
since occurred in the cavalry and artillery arms, and 
the two MorTs and ELLior have been nominated 
to fill second lieutenancies. STEVENS and the three 
mentioned for the Engineer Corps are still waiting 
for vacancies in the branches to which they have 
been assigned. The question has been raised, 
but not yet decided, whether these additional second 
lieutenants will not have to take vacancies as they 
occur, without regard to arm or regiment. 
on this subject says that the surplus graduate may 
be assigned ‘‘as an additional second lieutenant 

until a vacancy shall happen.” If the 
three cadets assigned to the Engineer Corps and the 
one assigned to the artillery await vacancies accord- 
ing to their assignment, they will all be provided 
for by retirements for longevity between this and 
the ist of September, 1887, if other vacancies do 
not occur meanwhile. 





THE Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill as reported 
to the Senate from the Appropriation Committee on 
July 12, contains the following changes in the items, 
of interest to our readers, included in the bill as it 
came from the House: 

Under the head of the Coast Survey the words: 
“including travelling expenses of officers and men 
of the Navy on duty,” are stricken out; $27,500 is 
added for repairs to the Fish Commission steamer 
Albatross. Under the Navy Department, the fol- 
lowing items are added: ‘‘For completion of iron 
crane at the Mare Island Navy-yard, California, 
$22,000; for repairing and preserving granite dry 
dock at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, $125,000; for ex- 
tending wharf and other improvement at the Naval 
Training Station, Coaster’s Harbor, R. I., $18,000.” 
To the provision for the War Department are 
added: $5,000 for repairs at Rock Island Arsenal, 
Ill.; $80,000 for construction of a fire proof milling 
shop at the Springfield Arsenal, Mass.; $5,000 for 
boiler house, dry house, and coal house at the 
Frankford Arsenal, Phila.: $5,000 to enable the 
Secretary of War to prepare suitable plans, draw- 
ings, estimates, etc., for the erection of a LINCOLN- 
GRANT monumental bridge across tho Potomac 
River from Observatory Point to Arlington Gate; 
$80,000 for the construction of a permanent wharf 
at Fort Monroe, Va. The appropriation for the 
construction and enlargement of such military posts 
as in the judgment of the Secretary of War may be 
necessary, isincreased from $178,856 to $250,000. 
The item of $57,000 for the completion of the 
WASHINGTON Monument is stricken out. The sum 
of $20,316 is added to the total appropriation for the 
Signal Service, $18,356 being for a new submarine 
cable at Block Island Bay. The number of commis- 
sioned officers authorized to be detailed for special 
duty under the Signal Service is increased from four 
to five. The limit of 85 cents per day as commuta- 
tion of ration for enlisted men of the Signal Service 
is stricken out. The appropriation for the mainten- 
ance of the Fort Leavenworth military prison is n- 
creased from $87,667 to $89,917; the sum of $107,- 
500 is added for construction and repairs at Hamp- 
ton Volunteer Soldiers’ Home. 





THE special committee on the order of business in 
the House having notified the Naval Committee that 
the bill to increase the Naval Establishment would 


be put on the list of bills to be pushed through this 
session, if a reduction was made in the amount, a 
meeting of the latter committee was held on Wednes- 
day and the bill changed to conform to the sugges- 
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House has agreed to recognize the committee at an 
early date, and the bill will probably pass without 
material opposition. The changes made in the bill 
are as follows: Instead of three protected double- 
bottomed cruisers one of the best speed is provided 
for, not to exceed in cost $1,500,000; instead of 
four first-class torpedo-boats two such boats are 
provided for, to cost $200,000. The provision of 
$300,000 for a torpedo cruiser is stricken out. The 
completion of the monitors is provided for. The 
provision of $1,000,000 towards the armament of 
the vessels, now nearly complete, is retained in the 
bill. The appropriation for torpedoes is reduced 
from $125,000 to $75,000; that for the ordnance 
plant at some (the Washington) Navy-yard from 

250,000 to $150,000. But part of the million for 
armament may be expended in tools, etc. Towards 
the construction and completion of the vessels pro- 
vided for in the bill $2,500,000 is given to start with. 
The sections altered are the first, third, and the 
ninth and tenth, which are consolidated. The other 
sections remain as printed in the JouRNAL of March 
6, 1886, page 647. The sections altered now read 


as follows: 


Sec. 1. That the President is hereby authorized to have con- 
structed, as hereinafter provided: First. Two seagoing dou- 
ble-bottomed armored vessels of about 6,000 tons displace- 
ment, designed for a speea of at least 16 knots an hour, with 
engines —— all necessary appliances for working under 
forced draught, and costing, including engines and ma- 
chinery and excluding armament, not more than $2,500,000 
each. Said vessels shall have each a complete torpedo outfit 
and be armed in the most effective manner. Second. One 
protected double-bottomed cruiser of not less than 3,500 nor 
more. than 5,000 tons displacement, designed to have the 
highest practicable speed and furnished with the best type 
of modern engines, provided with necessary appliances for 
working under fo draught. Said vessel shall cost, in- 
cluding engines and machinery and excluding armament, 
not exceeding $1,500,000. Third. Two first-class torpedo- 
boats, costing in the aggregate not more than $200,000. 

Sec. 3. That the President is hereby authorized to direct 
the comnletion, as heremafter provided, of the double-tur- 
reted munitors Puritan, Amphitrite, Monadnock, and Terror. 
at a total cost, exclusive of armament, not to ex 
$3,178,046. 

Sec. 9. Toward the construction and completion of the 
vessels hereinbefore mentioned the sum of $2,500,000 is 
hereby aa eee of which not more than $25,000 may be 
expended in manufacturing, purchasing, and experimenting 
with torpedoes of domestic manufacture, and not exceeding 
$150,000 may be expended under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy in improving the plant of such of the 
Navy-yards as he may select. 








In the Senate on the 9th of July, Mr. CALL intro- 
duced the following resolution : 


Resolved, That the President be requested, if in his opin- 
ion not incompatible with the public interest, to direct the 
representatives of the United States to the Government of 
Mexico to investigate the truth of statements made in the 
newspapers that citizens of the United Statese .e confined ‘in 
Mexican dungeons without trial, for alleged offences against 
the laws of Mexi-o; and that their final trial has been it- 

ned without cause. That if such statements shall be 
ound to be true the Government of the United States shall 
demand the trial of such citizens and their humane treat- 
ment during confinement, and shall make provision for their 
defence and their release from confinement, where no suffi- 
cient cause for their detention shall be found. That the 
President of the United States shall,if he shall consider it 
necessary, be requested to institute negotiations with the 
Government of Mexico for a convention tosecure a fair 
trial without unnecessary delay of citizens of the United 
— 42 Mexico who may be charged with violating the laws 
of Mexico. 


This was based upon a Herald despatch from 
Chihuahua July 4, saying: ‘‘The American resi- 
dents of this city are highly incensed and alarmed 
at the arbitrary and unjust action exhibited by the 
Mexican authorities toward citizens of the United 
States, and it is reliably stated that many will leave 
here until our State Department adopts a more 
vigorous policy toward guaranteeing protection to 
its law-abiding citizens in Mexico.” If the Mexi- 
cans can be allowed to murder an honored officer of 
our Army without being called to account, why 
should they not imprison and maltreat our citizens ? 








‘*W. W. M.” contributes to the Omaha Herald 
a critical letter on military subjects, in which he 
shows ‘‘how brevet rank was overdone after the 
war.” That it was overdone has long been con- 
ceded. General Fry, it may be remembered, in his 
exhaustive work on ‘‘ Brevets,” published in 1877, 
said: ‘‘ As time progressed the lavish bestowal of 
brevets began to produce results, foreseen, indeed, 
by many, not conducive to the welfare and discip- 
line of the Service. Such a state of things 
could not long exist, and brevet rank broke down, 
mainly by its own weight.” Reference is then made 
to the acts of March 1 and 3, 1869, restricting bre- 
vets, etc. On the subject of ‘‘ schoolboy military 
organizations and titles,” the Herald correspondent 


is severe. He says: 


The subject would not be deemed worthy of comment had 
not the said organizations and titles become a part of the 
public school system, and were they not open to criticism as 
being fraught with con uences that are liable to prove de- 
trimentail to the physical and moral development of the 
boys, while they are much less valuable in effect and influ- 
ence than gymnasium exercise. If any unprejudiced person 
will practise for awhile with a musket he will be convinced 
that a weak and growing boy is exposed to physical injury 


by the musket drill, which necessarily taxes the green mus- 
cles of one side of the body, while the other arm and shoul- 
der have no corresponding exercise or strain, and that an 
undue development is likely to ensue, which may injure 
the spinal column, and leave a distorted figure by causing 
one shoulder to become higher than the other; and then it 
will be better understood why Army recruits are required to 
be of a prescribed age, weight, and heignt, and are carefully 
examined as to their health and yigor, before they can be 
accepted as suitable for the service, drill, and exercise 
of an able-bodied soldier. The assumption of military au- 
thority over their schoolmates by lads of immature judg- 
ment is liable to create and foster personal jealousies, envi- 
ous feelings, and an arbitrary spirit, that may leave lasting 
impressions and injurious en oe. And it is evident, 
from the growing desire of the to wear expensive and 
showy outfits and emblems of military rank, that extrava- 
gance and personal vanity are increasing, while the gencral 
tendency of parades is to tempt them to imitate the errors 
and follies that are sometimes found in military organiza- 
tions, without conferring upon the community any of the 
advantages of an established military force. 


In conclusion this correspondent says : 


The appending of military titles to the names of women is 
a barbarism that educated people should discourage as a 
vulgar and miserable misuse of words that has been adopted 
by some newspaper and society letter writers in mentioning 
wives or widows of officers. It surely cannot be agreeable 
to any refined woman to be thus coarsely alluded to, and the 
writers of such trash show that they are ignorant of social 
propeses, while they place the ladies they thus attempt to 

onor on a level with the woman who was appealed to by 
her son, the day after the father been appointed cor- 
poral of a militia company, to knowif his brother and himself 
were not to be known as corpo: and was curtly told that 
only their father and herself were corporals. 








A PORTION of the first class of the Military Acad- 
emy, under command of Captain CoLon Auaour, 2d 
Cavalry, visited the New York State Camp at Peek- 
skill on Wednesday afternoon and were received 
with great hospitality. After being shown around 
the camp, and inspecting the arrangements, they 
gave an exhibition cavalry drill which excited the 
admiration of the National Guard by its precision, 
and smoothness and rapidity of execution. The 
correspondent of the N. Y. Herald thus describes 


the visit: 

‘*Where’s Captain Wallace?” shouted Surgeon Ford ina 
moment of uncontrollable enthusiasm. “I want him to note 
how genuine horsemen ride. These fellows are Centaurs, 
They don’t move in their seats. They’n not like these d—d 
bumpety, bumpety fellows who are taught to ape a foreign 
etyle at the riding schools.” 

t was a thrilling sight. First, the cadets start off in 
columns of fours on a trot; then platoons front into line e¢ 
a gallop; pow the changes of direction in column of platoons;

after cheer broke from the appreciative boys of the 69th as 
the visitors wheeled and flew across the field and out of 
sight with scabbards clanking. 








Tux bill, which passed the House several months 
ago, granting pensions to the soldiers and sailors of 
the Mexican War, was passed by the,Senate on Mon- 
day last. As passed the bill directs the Secretary of 
the Interior to place op the pension roll the names 
of the surviving officers and enlisted men (including 
marines, militia, and volunteers) who, being duly 
enlisted, actually served sixty days with the Army 
or Navy of the United States in Mexico, or on the 
coasts or frontier thereof, or en route thereto, in 
the war with that nation, or who were actually 
engaged in a battle in said war, and were honorably 
discharged and their surviving widows; previded, 
that such widows have not remarried ; and provided 
that every such officer, enlisted man, or widow who 
is or may become 62 years of age, or who is or may 
become subject to any disability or dependency 
equivalent to some cause recognized by the pension 
laws as a sufficient reason for the allowance of a 
pension, shall be entitled tothe benefits of the act 
(except where such disability or dependency was 
incurred in aiding or abetting the late rebellion). 
The pensions are to be $8 per month, payable only 
after the passage of the act. The law is not to apply 
to persons already receiving pensions at or over that 
rate, and where persons (entitled under this law) 
are already receiving pensions less than $8 a month 
the pension shall only be for the difference up to $8. 








Many complaints have been received at the Army 
Headquarters in New York recently from trades- 
people who have been swindled by a man calling 
himself Captain Ryan, Major Ryan, and once at 
least Engineer Dyer, of the Navy. He has repre- 
sented himself to be authorized to make purchases 
of supplies for the Government, and has, on the 
strength of placing orders, borrowed small sums of 
money from his victims. The police arrested a per- 
son on Monday supposed to be the guilty party. 








Tue House Committee on Expenditures in the 
Navy Department recommend the passage of H. 
Res. 54, to credit Lieutenants Giles B. Harber and 
William H. Scheutze with sea duty and sea pay 
while engaged in the search for Lieutenant Chipp 
and party, and also for the time employed in bring- 
ing home the remains of Lieutenant-Commander 
De Long and party, amended so as to give them 
“the highest rate of pay attachea to their several 
grades.”” They say in their report: ‘‘ Work in the 
‘Arctic zones’ is recognized as the severest and 
most dangerous thata naval officer can be called 
upon to perform 1n times of peace, and taking him 
inwo foreign waters and on dangerous coasts, and all 





officers engaged in this service should receive the 


highest rate of compensation attached to their re- 
spective grades. All other officers of the United 
States Navy who have been ordered to perform 
duties in the Arctic regions have been attached to 
sea-going ships, and consequently have received sea 
pay and sea duty, though in many cases performing 
similar work to that performed by Lieutenants 
Harber and Scheutze, und in some cases forming 
one of the same party.” 








Ir is expected that steps will be taken at an early 
day looking to the purcliase of the Herreshoff steam 
launch by the Government. The board of naval 
officers, consisting of Commanders Sampson and 
MecCalla, Lieutenant-Commander Converse and 
Naval Constructor Nixon, who recently witnessed 
the performances of the Stiletto at Bristol, R. I., 
have made a report to the Secretary of the Navy, 
praising in the highest terms the launch and her 
performances. In six trials over the measured mile, 
three with the tide and three against it, the Stiletto 
averaged nearly twenty-three knots an hour. She 
ran for three hours at the rate of 19.6, and made the 
trip from Newport to Block Island and return, 40}¢ 
knots, in two hoursand twenty minutes. The board 
report her performauces as equalling those of the 
European torpedo boats, while in construction she 
is equal to the best. She is stiff and strong, has very 
little motion, and is an excellent sea boat. It is un- 
derstood that the price asked is about $25,000. 








Masor-GENERAL O. O. Howanp, U. 8. A., lectured 
op “Gettysburg”’ at Indianapolis Jdly 9, and is re- 
ported as saying in a subsequent interview : 


The charge that Sickles was derelict in his duty and did not 
obey orders is absolutely false.

THE report of this year's Board of Visitors to the 
Naval Academy was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment on Thursday. The Board found very little to 
condemn and much to commend in the operations 
of the Academy during the past year. The Board 
recommend that appointments shall be made nine 
months, or better a year,in advance, to allow for 
preparatory study, and an alternate appointed; 
that the cadets pursue the same studies for three 
years, and their course after that be determined by 
their choice from the three branches of the Service, 
which should be subject to the approval of the 
Academic Board; those not to be continued in the 
Navy to be discharged at the end of four years, in- 
stead of six years. They cordially approve the pres- 
ent excellent selection and arrangement of studies, 








Tue President bas issued an order in the case of 
Commodore Wm. T. Truxtun stating that the action 
of the Senate in returning the nomination because 
he was retired by operation of law as Commodore, 
is equivalent to expressing the opinion that the re- 





tirement of the officer is an obstacle to his promo! 
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tion. When Commodore Truxtun was placed on the 
retired list his promotion to the grade of Rear Ad- 
miral had not occurred and his promotion there- 
after would necessarily have been that of a retired 
officer and, therefore, contrary to existing law. The 
President says: “I regret the hardship thus entailed 
upon an old and meritorious officer, and, while of 
opinion that relief must come to him, if at all, 
through legislative action, am also of opinion that 
his case may properly be commended to the favor- 
able consideration of Congress.”’

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THE JAPANESE IRONCLAD NANIWA, CONSTRUCTED FROM THE DESIGNS OF MR. W. H. WHITE.

WE give here an illustration of the Japanese iron- 
clad which is to be duplicated for our Navy. Her 
rincipal dimensions are: Length, 320 ft.; breadth, 
ft., and draft, 18 ft.,6in., with a displacement of 
83,650 tons. She and her sister ship, the Takachiho, 
are coustructed of steel throughout. Along the en- 
tire length, and covering the machinery, boilers, 
magazines, and steering gear, there is a strong pro- 
tective deck about 3 in. thick, extending amid- 
ships from about 1 ft. above the water line to 4 ft. be- 
low. The hull is divided thrceughout into numerous 
watertight compartments. The stem, which is ram- 
shaped, is formed of a solid steel forging, and is 
strongly supported by the protective deck. The 
openings 1n this deck are provided either with armor 
shutters or gratings, and coffer dams are formed 
around such of the passages as must be kept open in 
action, to complete the protection. The ship is fitted’ 
with two military masts, mounting two Gatling 
guns behind shields in each top, but no sails are 
carried. A conning tower of steel armor stands on 
the forward bridge, and within it are placed the en- 
gine room telegraphs and various voice tubes, the 
ydraulic steering wheel, the directors for simulta- 
neous electric firing of the guns, etc. 

Immediately before and abaft the coal bunkers on 
the protective deck are situated four stations for dis- 
charging locomotive torpedoes on the broadsides; 
the discharge being operated either from the upper 
deck or down below. The steering gear is either 
hand or hydraulic, on the Elswick pattern, the steer- 
ing wheels being placed both in the conning tower 
and in the wheel house beneath it. The engines are 
compound, horizontal, direct acting, driving separ- 
ate screws; each set being placed in its own engine 
room. The engine rooms are unusually roomy and 
there are spacious and admirable arrangements for 
theaccommodation of the officers and crew num- 
bering together about 325. Steam is supplied by six 
steel boilers 19 ft. by 11 ft., with a collective heating 
surface of 15,600 square feet, and there is in addition 
an auxiliary boiler for the various capstan, winch, 
steering, and pumping requirements. The total coal 
stowage is 800 tons, capable of driving the ship abovt 
9,000 miles at aspeed of 13 knots.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


CAMPS OF INSTRUCTION AND OF DESTRUC- 
TION. 


Tue advantages of annual encampments as a 
means of imparting practical military information 
and the establishment of a superior system of dis- 
cipline are now so well recognized that they have 
become generally adopted by every State which 
maintains troops. The principle as to expense and 
extent varies according to the financial means of 
the States, and the general condition of the 
troops as to preliminary iustruction, and the 
more advanced the latter the greater the benefits 
derived. The older a State the better and more ad- 
vanced should be the vondition of its National 
Guard, and tbis is generally the case, but even in the 
crudest condition troops will never fail to improve 
ifthe camp is conducted on sound military prin- 
ciples. Sound military principles here means that 
the camp should be a public institution, under the 
control of the State and its officers, and conducted 
according to an official programme. Though the 
degree of success must naturally vary, yet it can 
be asserted with safety that there is not an instance 
where the results under such circumstances failed 
to justify the trouble or expense, be the latter high 
orlow. Camps of this description, therefore, form the 
only firm basis upon which to establish a sound system 
of military discipline,and they should receive, as 
they do, support and encouragement from all who 
understand the matter sufficiently to appreciate 
their advantages. 

When, therefore, in view of all these facts, and the 
bountiful advantages put at the disposal of the troops 
at the State camp, a New York organization of prom- 
inence, undertakes, as a regiment, a junketing tour 
intoa neighborihg State under the name of a “camp,” 
itisuo wonder that those who think well of the 
National Guard become surprised and discouraged. 
At Peekskill every effort is in the direction of bring- 
ing the troops down to a practical understanding of 
their duties as soldiers and their responsibility to 
the community, for whose protection they are or- 
ganized, and which pays for their maintenance. At 
Newport we see all these principles tramped under 
foot. The sojourn there of the 23d was one series of 
reviews, hurrahs, and mock parades, guard duty 
and drill being secondary considerations, and hon- 
ored more in the breach than in practice. The 
Brooklyn Eagle says : 

The 234 Regiment held no company drills whatever; during 
the week the mand was exercised once in battalion 
movements, and four reviews and five dress parades and 
guard mountings were held ; the chain of sentries comprised 
six posts, and a day and night guard was established : the re- 
quirements as regarded passes were not rigidly enforced, 
and on the last night in camp the rank and file of the regi- 
ment were leged to indulge in a “racket” to their 
heart's content. 

At Peekskill we thus see the most strenuous efforts 
to bring the troops down to a serviceable condition; 
at Newport every effort is encouraged to destroy 
the teachings of discipline and bring about a state 
of affairs which our best military men have for 
years endeavored to combat. 

While we by no means deny the mght of National 
Guardsmen to enjoy themselves at their own ex- 
pense, as the 23d did on this occasion, yet there are 
proper and improper ways to accomplish the pur- 
pose, and a wholesale escapade of a regiment as such 
talls under the heading of improper means, and it 
would be well for the State authorities to consider 
the advisability of forbidding excursions of this 
sort in future. The obligations of an organization 
to its State take precedence over all other considera- 
tions. The experience of the 23d at Newport can- 
not have anythmg else but a neutralizing effect 
upon the practical experience gained during two 
hours of camp duty at Peekskill under a rational 
system, and discipline and practical military instruc- 
tion must suffer. It will take more than one camp 
season to briug the regiment back tv its status at the 
end of its second tour, and at its next tour at Peeks- 
kill the State authorities will find that instead of a 
trip for improvemént, the Newport junketiug will 
prove a “ camp of destruction.” 





THE NEW YORK CAMP OF 1886. 


Tue 8th, Col. George D. Scott, and the 74th, Col. 
W. W. Bloomer, which occupied the camp from 
July 3 to July 10, performed the most practical and 
satisfactory work of the season up to this time. This 
is especially so in case of the 8th, if the difficulties 
under which that regiment has dragged out its exis- 
tence for s0 many years are taken into considera- 
tion. However, the work of that week stands not 
simply as a test of the quality of the two regiments, 
but it demonstrated beyond doubt the correctness 
of the management of the camp on the basis of a 
military post. The experiment is new, and time will 
surely reveal many points where the system can be 
improved, but the brief experience so far is suffici- 
ent to prove that in no other way can the State re- 
ceive an equivalent for its expense, nor the troops 
do justice to themselves and to those who furnish 
the funds for their maintenance. The camp is a 
school and should ducted essentially on the 
principles of aschool. ‘The introduction of the pre- 
sent systew is the first decided step in that direction 
and the end hasso far decidedly justified the means. 





mand on the winding road up to the plateau pre- 
sented as striking a picture of a military comman- 
der as has ever rode on horseback. Confidence and 
satisfaction were reflected in his every motion and 
glance,and well he might have exulted when he view- 
ed the far extended column and reflected how well 
the command, which was almost regarded as defunct, 
bad 1esponded to the call of duty. The signs of re- 
newed animation which we had the pleasure of re- 
porting at some of the recent drills were no delusion, 
otherwise the regiment which was believed to be on 
the verge of dissolution would scarcely have turned 
out 360 members, which is over 80 per vent. of its 
entire strength. This bas been very seldom accom- 
lished by other organizations. That the regiment 
rought up muck raw mate is not to be 
wondered at, but on this very account the 
highly satisfactory me! of the work performed 
reflects all the more credit upon officers and men 
alike. While the complement of officers is still 
far from complete, yet the superior calibre of 
those who have recently joined ely offsets the 
lack of numbers, and it was a matter of comment 
that the 8th brought into camp a set of officers who, 
for intelligence, wey - and appeerence, compare 
well with the best of their kind. The only thin 
which in the beginning operated somewhat agairs 
immediate success was the want of practice to which 
they had of necessity been compelled for years past. 
A cheerful —— jon of the State system of su- 
pervision and instruction, however, soon brought the 
necessary remedy, and when regimental and State 
officers were ouce en rapport improvement slow, but 
steady, became the natural result. To a large num- 
ber of men the experiment was a complete novelty, 
and as generally the case with men of this class 
when removed from the usual social restraints they 
were inclined to be noisy, but by uvrelenting 
firmness on the part of the Colonel a striot 
observance of the camp orders was promptl 
enforced. We did not even notice a bresc 
of these rules on the Fourth of July. nor 
were there the usual swarm of visitors to interfere 
with the programme of work—in short, the vamp 
during the entire week more than ever before he 
sented that appearance of earnest, strict attention 
to business which is the maim characteristic of any 
well regulated military concern. This appearance 
was somewhat marred in the beginning by the old 
*milisb"’ habit of ge ee the movements of 
the erqentaainins on the slightest or no provocation 
at all, by loud clapping of the hands. The revival 
of this habit arose from a spirit of rivalry and jeal- 
ousy between the two regiments, which is only nat- 
ural under the circumstances. At every ceremony 
the men who were not on duty congregated on the 
parade ground, and each clique applauded the man- 
couvres of its own organization. The practice as- 
sumed the character of a veritable claquegand be- 
came such a nuisance that the post commander per- 
emptorily interfered and ihis ended a matter which 
threatened to turninto acircus what promised to be 
one of the mostsucceesful weeks of the season. Such 
demonstrations are an annoyance if indulged in by 
outsiders, but when the men themselves take up the 
habit it becomes pernicious. We hope there will be 
no more of it during the present season 
The weather during the week, as is well known, 
was the hottest experenese up to this time, but 
neither that nor the holidays were allowed to inter- 
rupt the work. 
ben the 8th mounted its first guard and it was 
found that neither officers nor non-com missioned offi- 
cers understood the ceremony, everybody was sur- 
prised because this had been the mai subject of- 
practice in the armory all winter. Adjt. Johuston be- 
came wrathful. The details came raggedly on the 
line, the officers were hesitating and undecided, the 
supernumeraries, of whom only a few were out, did 
not know their places nor did the Ist sergeants know 
what they had to do, whether to come to — 
present, or a parade rest. The Sergeant Major stil 
moved with the lack of snap for which we have 
taken him to task on every occasion of this kind for 
ears. 
- There has been no organization here which did 
not become mixed up in the same manner and yet 
the whole thing is prescribed in the tactics so plainly 
that it is difficult to understand why the same mis 
takes Ss by organization after organi- 
zation which comes to the camp. When the men af- 
terwards had been posted, however, they plaiuly 
showed that the winter's work had borne good 
fruits at least iu their cases and every doubt as to a 
fair performance of guard duty by the 8th was set- 
tled in the beginning. The sequel proved the truth 
of this assumption. As the officersof the day and 
of the guard had been strictly instructed to facili- 
tate the work of the State guard instructor and as 
they carried out their instruction in spirit as well as 
by letter, the correction of points which needed 
looking after began at once and the first tour of 
guard duty showed improvement at the most casual 
lance. 
e The early company drills on Monday morning, 
July 5, revealed a number of defects, partly the 
fault of the officers and partly of the men, but the 
former had had little opportunity to drill of late, 
while many of the men belonged to those who had 
been enlisted in Harlem during the closing portion 
of the drill seuson, and when this is considered the 
defective performance was not surprising. Still, 
Major Sitacpole, the State instructor, at the close of 
the drill handed in a list of mistakes of sufficient 
length to cause the serene countenance of the colo- 
nel to fall for the first time, and when he handed the 
epistie to Lieut.-Col. Schilling his determined look 
showed that it was his intention to “go for” the 
culprits. This intention he carried out at the theo- 
retical instruction meeting in unmistakable terms. 
The next wornivg show the effect of this over- 
hauling and convinced those who still entertained 
secret objection to the system of State instructors, 
that supervision on the spot and rigid and impartial 
criticism are the only effective means for the correc- 
tion and future prevention of mistakes. Lua spite of 
the ‘scorching heat the regiment formed promptly 
at the call for battalion drill which lasted nearly 
two hours. Col. Scott wisely selected mainly the 
simplier movements, and repeated those which were 
blundered, until all understood them. The start was 
not very auspicious, the line ragged, the distance ir- 
regular, officers excited and frequently seen out of 
their places, dressing to the wrong flank and giving 
erroneous commands. Steady work and repetition 


sured the officers, When the drill ended the line was 
straight, the men prem & the distances good, and the 
officers calm. The only movement which was left 
uncorrected was formation of line from column of 
subdivisions marching by the flank which was in- 
variably executed in double time when the com- 
mand, Halt, followed. 

When the drill was concluded noon was drawing 
near, and the command, instead of being dismissed, 
formed on the color line. The 74th marched on the 
ground and formed to the left, a dozen yards or so 
in advance of the line of the 8th. This and his sub- 
sequent inquiry as tothe point on which to dress 
was asmall piece of feigned ignorance on the part 
of the colonel of the 74th which he could have 
omitted with advantage. The position of the sth 
indicated the line, and as its commander was the 
senior there could be no question on the part of the 
other mee tion as to the point of dress. The 
band took position in front, and while the two com- 
mands were waiting at parade rest a section of 
the 3d Battery was preparing to fire the national 
salute the baud played! ee me airs. At the stroke 
of noon the guns belched forth their fire, and the 
sound of the 38 guns fired in rapid succession re- 
verberated through the mountains. The salute was 
a success, if afew misfires, which usually occur on 
such occasions, are not considered. We would, 
however, advise the 3d Battery, whose proficiency 
at the Gatlings we readily acknowledge, to practice 
standing gun drill at the muzzle loader before they 
undertake to fire another salute of this kind. No.1 
of the first piece, whose arm was covered with en- 
listment stripes, did not know his business, and that 
he was not blown to atoms when he jumped in to 
ram when the primer had failed repeatedly is only 
due to that supervision of a merciful Providence 
which occasionally interferes when we least deserve 
it. The artillery detachment otherwise looked and 
acted in accordance with its well-deserved high 
a ye 

he anniversary of National Independence, al- 
jeg a working day in a certain sense of the 
word, was observed decorously, but not noisily. It 
did not interrupt the usual routine of work, and it 
did not unfit the men for the task of the following 
day, as has been so frequently the case, and yet the 
surroundings in every direction indicated the solem- 
— the observance of the ovcasion. 

e dress parade in the evening was fair, but the 
manual was not very good, and the ola defect of the 
file closers executing the munual was as glaring as 
ever. While referring to dress parade it may be 
well to say that since the first day of the camp no 
straight alignment has been formed. This refers to 
every regiment which has been bere, and the fault is 
due to hurry and inattention on the part of the 
adjutants. is remark does not apply to the 8th 
alone. Itis general, and brought out by a vain ex- 
pectation during five years that the matter would 
“es itself intime. It would not be a subject worth 
talking about with reference to a battalion drill, but 
dress parade is essentially for show, and, therefore, 
a straight alignment is an absolute necessity to 
make the thing effective. A little patience and 
energy on the part of the adjutant, who ever he may 
be, will soon bring about the desired remedy. 

On Tuesday, July 6, Governor Hill unexpectedly 
arrived in camp, and the two vommands had to 
form at a moment’s notice for his reception. In 
order to make the appearance of the regimental 
fronts equal, the 74th formed in single rank. Col. 
Scott, with Gen. Brownell and Col. Phisterer as his 
staff, took command of the whole as brigade com- 
mauier, Lieut.-Col. Schilling was in charge of the 
8th and Colonel Bloomer handled the 74th; and in 
this shape the two regiments executed as good a re- 
view as has ever been witnessed on these grounds. 
The men were steady, the company fronts even, the 
distances correct, the marching good, and the only 
mistake which occurred was that the marker who 
indicated the first change of direction was disre- 
by the leading company, and, instead of 
marking the point of change of direction for the 
marching flank, he became the point on which the 
pivot turned. This did not, however, interfere with 
the general appearance of the review, and none but 
military men noticed the gy 4 The Gover- 
nor expressed his satisfaction at the performance 
and appearance of both commands. 

After a few days of practice the crude appear- 
ance which characterized the 8th gradually gave 
way, the men improved in their manual and general 
set up, and as the ceremonies became more thor- 
oughly understood, the small mistakes to which we 
called attention in the beginning of this article were 
no longer noticed. While it could be hardly ex- 
pected to perfectly instruct a lot of entirely inex- 
perienced men in all the forms and requirements of 
guard duty in three tours, yet the improvement 
was marked and bighly satisfactory under the cir- 
cumstances. Of course, many 1 man went home 
without clearly defined ideas as to countersign, 
parole, challenges, salutes, positions to be taken by 
sentries in saluting, challenging, etc., but there is 00 
doubt that the officers as a general rule got a clearer 
idea of the matter than bad been the case ever before, 
und with their experience and diligent practice at the 
armory the men can now easily be brought 
up to the required points of proficiency. A higher 
state of perfection in skirmishing, etc., would doubt- 
less have been desirable, but time was short and de- 
mands of other duties were so numerous that it 
would be unjust to find fault with the limited pro- 
gress made in this most important duty. As with 
guard duty, however, the officers had ample oppor- 
tunity to thoroughly familiarize themselves with 
all that the tactics require, and an energetic practical 
application of the instruction received here will 
soon bring their commands up to the required staD- 
dard of perfection. The small mistakes which in the 
beginning marred the various ceremonies (dress pa- 
rade, guard mounting, ete.) were gradually over- 
come, and where, towards the end of the camp, al 
officer or a non-commissioned officer committed 4 
fault it was due to forgetfulness rather than ignor- 
ance, 

While the 8th when it left camp bad still much to 
learn, it is but just to say that its rate of progress 
has scarcely ever been equalled here, and it muy 
safely be predicted that if the same spirit exbibited 
by the entire regiment during its stay is kept "| 
there is not the siightest doubt but that the oi

the State, = 
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The 74th came with seven commands and an ag- 
gregate of about 260 men. One of these companies was 
oply recently incorporated. Considering that the 
regiment is well situated and are snugly quartered, 
ijt was rather surprising to see it fall below the 8th 
in a numerical pomt. What there was ofthe regi- 
ment, officers and men, looked like superior ma- 
terial, and, in fact, a more intelligent looking and 
better behaved lot of men has never been seen at 
thecamp. Having but little of the recruit element 
among them their manual was wg, 4 and their 
movements were easy and smooth. The regiment 
certainly showed improvement since its last en- 
campment in drill and discipline. Their superior 
manual gave them the advantage over the 8th on 
parade and other ceremonies, but in practical work 
and knowledge of the various forms of cere- 
monies they were behind. The regiment has 
practiced guard,.duty, skirmishing, and other 
duties of that nature in the armory for 
several seasons, but the work here showed, as has 
been invariably the case with other organizations, 
that if left to themselves, all this sort of practice 
amounts to little. With imperfect knowledge on 
the part of those who have the matter in charge all 
sorts of irregular practices are introduced, which, 
in the absence of a thoroughly posted individual to 
supervise the Grills, perpetuate themselves so that 
as much time at the camp has to be spent in unlearn- 
ing incorrect habits of instruction as in acquiring 
new and correct methods. Why this should be, in 
view of the multitude of text books available which 
give explanation in a very minute manner on the 
very points on which so many regiments go to pieces, 
is astonishing, but the fact can be witnessed bere 
week after week. Men should be taught the pro- 

er mode of challenging, walking their posts, sa- 
uting, recognizing officers, and all matters of that 
nature in the armory, and if the colonels would en- 
force the rules to this effect, a more advanced sche- 
dule of instruction at the camp could be taken up 
at the outset. To teach non-commissioned officers 
how to call the roll, form their companies, execute 
correct formations, march their details. properly on 
guard mount, how to act properly on parade, are 
all matters which should be attended to at home, as 
every moment of time devoted to them at camp of 
instruction is time and labor wasted. The cry that 
“we came here for instruction,” now that every 
organization has been in camp at least twice, is no 
longer a good excuse. If not the men, at least the 
officers should pick up sufficient ** points” to be able 
to readily detect and correct errors of the kind just 
referred to, so that instead of commencing every 
time with the very rudiments of instruction, the 
programme could be taken up where it was discon- 
tinued in the previous season, and thus a truly pro- 
gressive system be established. Nodoubt something 
of this sort will be established this season. The 74th 
had only twocompany drills during the week. While 
there could be no objection raised to their abandon- 
ment, so fur as the ordinary company movements 
are concerned, the course adopted was certainly an 
error with regard to the skirmish drill, in which 
officers and men showed themselves equally defec- 
tive. Commands were erroneously given and exe- 
cuted, and there is no doubt but that the regiment 
would have profited more by a rigid series of com- 
pany skirmish drills than by the battalion drills, 
which were held instead. The latter, though not of 
avery hgh standard of excellence, were generally 
satisfactory, another reason for the maintenance of 
skirmish practice. 

As a whole, however, the 74th proved itself a very 
teachable organization, defects pointed out were 
readily corrected, and all suggestions from the staff 
officers promptly acted upon. They brought with 
them certain customs rather puzzling to practical 
military men, for instance, the wholesale issue of 
unlimited passes, an evil which assumed such di- 
mensions that the post commander had to interfere 
and put a stop to it. 

Their guard duty was fair and generally improved 
towards the end of the tour, and there was but little 
difference between the two regiments in this re- 
spect, As the 74th men were men of more experi- 
ence than those of the 8th when they entered into 
camp, their rate of improvement hardly equals that 
exhibited by the latter. Looking at the entire work, 
however, it must be said that the two regiments 
served with great credit, and the results in both 
cases are certainly the most satisfactory of the sea- 
son, if the work of the 69th, which is in camp as we 
write, is excepted. 





MILITARY TEST OF PHYSICAL ENDURANCE.

DIVISION OF GUARDS INTO PLATOONS. 
To the Editor of Hhe Army and Nawy Journal: 


Allow me to disagree with you on the subject of division 
of « guard into platoons, as expressed in your issue of June 
26, 1886, under the head, *“*Answers to Correapondents.” Take 
a guard of any odd number of sets of fours, say tive; you 
would divide it into platoons of three sets of fours, (12 files) 
in one, and two sets (8 files) in the other; I would have the 
division fall between numbers two and three of the third set 
thus making two and ene half sets of fours (10 files) in one 
platoon, and two and one half sets of fours (10 files) in the 
other platoon. 

Page 368, Infantry Tactics, (middle par.) distinctly states 

. . « “and then divides the guard equaily into two pla- 
toons;” . . . mark the word y. me par. ... 
“completing the left four as in School of -the Company, if 
necessary.” I understand this to refer to Art. 180, p. 76, un- 
der head, “1. Count: 2. Fours;’’ instead of Art. i p. 73, 
which you seem to think should govern. 

The last par. on p. 367 directs the O. G. to wheel his pla- 
toons into line to the left, after the O. D. without 
halting, and then break into column of fours to the right. 
This movement (forming line to the left from column of 
platoons) was, in my opinion, specially directed, because it 
was anticipated that the platoons would each generally have 
an incomplete set of fours. The movement is more awk- 
ward than 1. Platoons: 2. Right Forward Fours Right, 
which, I believe, would have been the direction, had Gen. 
Upton contemplated your view of the division into ple- 
toons; but the uty of platoons in r Ww, 
more than counterbalanced the awk of wheeling 
into line just at that stage of the ceremony. 

In company drill, it is necessary to have the fours com- 
plete in each platoon, because the manceuvres therein pre- 
scribed require it, but at guard mounting (which is acere- 
mony), the manceuvres are ‘ted and so prescribed that no 
complication can arise.
